Selectmen’s Report, 


To the Taxpayers of IVest Rutland % Vi. : 

On assuming charge of the trust you placed in us, and in 
order not to disappoint your desire for proper economy, we 
succeeded in transferring the $17,500,00 town bonds from the 
Greenfield Savings Bank to the National Life Insurance Com- 
pany of Montpelier, Vt, at 4 per cent (interest payable twice 
a year) saving you 1 per cent, or $175.00 per year. We issued 
ten orders, amounting to $10,068.54, at 5 per cent, to refund 
the large amount of outstanding orders of $9,476. 3 r , with 
accrued interest at 6 per cent, saving you 1 per cent, or about 
$100.00 per year and a lot of clerical work. For *he -current 
year, we issued all orders in our departments at 5 per cent 
interest, so that any of them not paid at once win draw only 
5 per cent, saving you on these three items about $300.00 per 
year. 

Francis Murphy became insane and was sent to Brattle- 
boro at a small cost to the town of $28.22. A similar case of 
insanity of a citizen cost you $98.94 in 1893. 

The cost of repairing your bridges during the past year 
was $28,20. The cost of running your town proper the past 
year was $416.28, the lowest figures ever reached. It cost 
you in 1893, $979,88. The Rutland suit was decided by the 
county court in our favor, and although \ve had able counsel, 
the Supreme cou t took pity on Rutland and awarded them, 
with Interest, $2,519 08. This, with our own costs, amounted 
to $ 3 w 3 o- 93 * which has been paid in full. That amount, with 
the listers' reduced valuation of town farm and the extra cost 
of school text books, prevents a reduction of about $6,200 in 
our indebtedness. The electric light bills are paid to Feb- 1 
and the contract expires next August. All rents and bills 
(except one small printing bill) are paid to March 1. The 
change in the law regarding the profits on liquor sales, made 
it necessary to watch it, and although this was done, it is 
almost impossible (owing to various causes, ) to gauge it so 
there will be neither profit or loss. Your finances are in a 
healthy condition and your credit is A No. i, and in order to 
keep it so, we suggest that a part of the debt with interest be 
paid each year, which can be done with our present town tax 
of 35 cents.

TOWN OF WEST RUTLAND, 
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To the School Directors and the Citizens of West Rutland : — 

At the beginning of the present school year several im- 
portant changes in school affairs were instituted. These 
changes arose under the amendments to the school laws rela- 
tive to the change in text books and the providing all 
school supplies by the town. Judging by these few months’ 
experience with the new way the best interests of our schools 
are served by the change. 

In my opinion and in the opinion of the teachers, who 
are better able to judge, the pupils, in receiving their sup- 
plies from the town, are placed as a whole upon a footing to 
do better work than when they are supplied from home. 
While it adds considerably to the work of directors and teach- 
ers it seems to be a very desirable change. 

A complete change of text books was made and thorough- 
ly modern series were chosen in every instance. In making 
the selections it was the policy of the School Board to choose 
the best regardless of everything except unreasonable ex- 
pense, With the change of text books in reading an entirely 
new system was adopted. The Pollard system, successful in 
many places and unsuccessful in a few, is proving a decided 
success in our schools. 

The school rooms were never in better condition and I 
have but two suggestions to make in this connection. In the 
old District, No. 21, there are several rooms which are accom- 
modating too many pupils. No more seats should be placed 
in any of the rooms already used. I would recommend the 
immediate fitting out of the unused room. My other sugges- 
tion relates to the arrangement of the seats in the school 
building in old District No. 7. In every room the arrange- 
ment is just wrong, the pupils facing the light and the effect 
is very noticeable to any visitor when the light is at all bright. 
In case it does not seem wise to change the seats on account 
of decreasing the capacity of the rooms, convenient window 
shades would greatly relieve the eyes of the pupils. 

The school calendar should be published at the beginning 
of each school year with all the holidays indicated. This 
would be a great convenience to teachers and pupils. 

High School work is being done by thirty pupils. Ap- 
paratus for their work in scientific branches has been pro- 
vided by private means. This includes chemicals and chemi- 
cal apparatus, a geological cabinet and specimens, encyclope- 
dias, etc. Several typewriters are to be placed at once In the 
school for the use of the pupils.
